The Sing Chib Taeng Theatre, which 
is situated at the corner of Rue Tourane 
and Rue da Coneulat, French Sottle- 
ment, was officially opened last evening.

But with 
parent adjustment of existing 
jifferences between Yuan Shih-kai 
and the late Grand Secretary Chang 
Chib-tung, more particularly in 
the reputed character of Prince 
Chun, the Regent, it was believed 
that a new power for had 
come into the counsels of the em- 
pire which could scarcely fail to 
produce beneficial result. Especi 
ally as regards the Prince Rogent 
publio anticipations were stimulat- 
ed by stories, industriously circalat- 
ed in the native Press, of tho hours 
that his Imperial Highness devoted 
to studying in order to fit himself 
for his high position ; of the system 
that he had devised for bringing 
private complaints, or suggestions 
for the national good, direct to his 
own ears ; of the secret expeditions 
that be was supposed to make, in 
disguise, among the people of the 
capital in order to learn thei 
condition. Such anecdotes 
all probability, but little value be- 
yond the possible one of inaugar- 
ating © new current of th: 
in the nation towards the Throne. 
Bet there is no doubt that the 
rince Regent is personally in- 
spired with genuine ambitions for 
good of China anda high sense 
the responsibilities of his 
Peston. Unfortunately it is 
it too plain that he lacks the 
necessary strength to carry 
tentions into effect, 
powerless to break with the corrapt 
survivals of the past. The dismissal 
of Yuan Shib-kai in the first woek 
of January, an event which pro- 
bably caused more general conster- 
nation abroad than any act of, so 
to say, a peaceful character in the 
history of China’s dealings with tae 
West, must be laid principally at 
the Prince Regent's door, oven if 
the jealousies of reactionary rivals 
were not less potent in that event 
than the Regent’s desire to avenge 
the memory of the late Eimperor. 
Similarly the downfall uf Viceroy 
‘Tuan Fang, variously attributed to 
8 private quarrel with Grand Coun- 
” 
































cillor Na Tung and to the enmity 
of the three widows of Tung Chih, 
might surely have been averted by 
a display of strength on the part 
of the Regent. And in view of 
the notable deficiency of cap- 
able administrators “in China, 
Prince Chan cannot be exonerated 
for acceding to the great Vicaroy’s 
overthrow on a charge that is 
trivial indeed compared with the 
nitude of the punishment. 
short the spectacle that Peking 
presents to tho world at the close of 
1909 is discouraging indeed. The 
revolt of tho three Empresses was 
described so recent'y in these 
columns that it need not further be 
alluded to except as an example of 
the petticoat rule that has come to 
wid to tho general uncertainties 
of life in the Forbidden City. 
Throughout the year Manchu do- 
mination, at the expense of Chinese 
representation, bas been steadily 
on the ascendant. Sinecares 
hi been multiplied to satisfy 
the claims of younger sons, re- 
gardless of the heavy burden 
of China’s foreign debt, of the 
absolately impoverished state of 
the Government and of the steady 
refusal of tho provinces, born of 
well founded mistrust, to contribute 
to the expenses of the capital. 
Worst of all, perhaps, is the decline 
in morals which, there is too much 
reason to feor, tends to spread among 
the young nobility and mandarinate. 
From this point of view the deaths 
of the two aged Grand Sec- 
retaries Chang Ehih-tog and Sun 
Chia-nai, of whom the former 
passed away at the beginning of 
October, the latter at the close of 
November, were particularly regret- 
table. Neither of them was the 
kind of man to arrest the recent 
course of events in China, though 
to the credit of H.E. Chang it 
stands that, while remaining a Con- 
servative by nature to the last, be 
‘was sufficiently broadminded to see 
tho need of adapting his fellow- 
countrymen to the spirit of the age, 
and that it was he who successfully 
worked out the new system of 
education on foreign models. But 
the true value of both men may be 
said to have consisted less in what 
they did than in themselves as men 
of sterling integrity and the best 
examples of the old standard of 
manners and morals. If we except 
Prince Ching, whose corrupt in- 
fluence appears completely to over- 
shadow all lesser dignitaries, it is 
impossible to recognize any com- 
manding figure in Peking to-day ; 
and the difticulty of knowing with 
whom to desl is as marked as when 
that complaint was openly voiced 
by Japan in connexion with the 
Manchurian negotiations, 
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SIGNS OF ADVANCE, 


‘Yet in contrast with this depress- 
ing victure, it must be admitted 
that in the nation ut large there 
have been signs of » continued 
operation of the new spirit which 
do not leave the obsorver wholly in 
despair at the beginning of a new 
year. Even in Pcking the leaven 
has been at work in the cashicring 
last February of the corrapt Chen 
Pi, President of the Ministry of 
Posts and Communications, and i 
the similar treatment more lately 
meted outto Li Teh-shun, Director of 
the northern section of the Tient-i 
Pakou railway. It is true that the 
latter move was undertaken maioly 
in rosponse to complaints by the 
Chihli gentry of the undue favour 
shown by the Director to his Ger- 
man colleagues; and that tho 
removal of Cheu Pi was not followed 
up by # radical cleansing of the 
Ministry in question, as it should 
have been. Bat both incidents 
were steps in the right direction, 
aimed at an ideal of parer adminis- 
tration. Throughout the country 
the inovemen in favour of fureign 
education continu-s to spread ; and 
althoagh the student class at present 
enjoys no very good reputation for 
orderliuess, cither with its fellow- 
countrymen or among fureignors, 
it is a fair argament thut as the 
novelty of the system weurs off, its 
best purpose may become more 
‘apparent to its learners. It hus 
frequently been remarked that the 
student traived on foreiga lines in 
China is a better fellow, if the 
phrase may be permitted, than the 
returned student from abroud ; and 
it can hardly be that such institu- 
tions as the Provincial College of 
Tsinanfu, of which our correspon- 
dent there sent us a pleasing des- 
cription some weeks ago, should con- 
tinue for ever to turn out nothing 
but revolutionaries and obstruc- 
tionists. Tho great difficulty of the 
moment is that China’s administra 
tive machinery does not provide 
scope for the samples of the new 
learning which are being produced 
so abundantly ; and the result is 
among large numbers disappoint- 
ment and discontent. In the soci 
life of China the gradual displace 
ment of tho old régime is con- 
spicuous. _ That ono of the highest 
officials in Pcking should allow his 
daughter to go frecly, about the 
capital, with feet unbound, under 
tho chargo of a foreign governess, 
is onv of the most striking signs of 
the times that could be found. No 
doubt in ibis vast empire, the 
parts that. are affected by the new 
fashion aro, to the parts that are 
not, but us a drop in the oveam. 
Tero aro large cities within a day's 
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journey of prosperous z 
ports "here the darkness of the 
seventeenth century reigns practi- 
cally undisturbed. The point is 
that change has began to take 
effect ; and while its first results’ 
are too often of the least attractive 
kind, the good sense of the nation 
is surely too great to destroy the 
hope of wiser counsels as the

Nature as 
well as the circumstances of her 
advent to greatness clearly designed 
her to be the helpmoet and voun- 
sellor of the neighbouring empire. 
The advantages of that position she 
has deliberately thrown away by a 
series of bard bargains, whioh it is 
not in Chinese nature to forget. 
‘Among that series must be reckoned 
the Manchurian Convention, signed 
on September 4, from which all 
grace of conciliation is torn both by 
its actual terms and by the near 
recollection of the Antung-Mukden 
isode. Perhaps the main value 
of that Convention is that it dis- 
poses once and for all of the Chien- 
tao dispute, by scouring to China 
nominal sovereignty over the dis- 
trict, while virtually allowing to 
Japan ss much sotual fraition as 
she cared to reserve. The question 
of the Hsinmintun line remaina 
subject to Japanese pleasure ; the 
Fushun and Yentai collieries are 
yielded to Japan on payment of 
faxes and royalties, The’ publi 
tion of this document sroused the 











might appear necessary in view of| greatest indignation in China, and 
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& boyoott of the Japenese was 
begun im Manchuria, which, how- 
over, Was suj at the instance 
of Tokio. Throughout the whole 
story it will be admitted, not with- 
ont admiration, that Japan having 
made up her mind to a certain line 
of action, has pursued it with char- 
acteristic thoroughness. But as we 
fave said, it is possible that she 
might have been better advised to 
take less uncompromising line. 
Towards the close of March the 
discovery that a Japanese merchant 
had taken advantage of the ap- 
parently neglected condition of the 
Pratas Island to work its valuable 
deposits of phosphates threatened 
to raise a fresh cause of trouble 
between China and Japan. But 
in the past autumn the matter was 
amicably adjusted apparently on 
prodaction by China of proofs of 
ownetship and on her payment of 
am indemnity. If the value of the 
phoophates obtained by the Japanese 
workers is at all what it has been re- 
presented to be, it must be confessed 
that the raison d’étre of the second 
condition is somewhat difficalt to 
understand. 


GREAT BRITAIN, RUSSIA, 
“PORTUGAL, 

As minor illustrations of the same 
tactics as those that were employed 
in the Antung-Mokden railway 
case, though here more successfully 
carried out, we may mention 
the oases of the Kiangpei Ting Coal 
and Iron Mining Company and the 
Anbui Concession. The former of 
these uniertukings was floated as a 
joint Anglo-Chinese conoern under 
the auspices of the Inte Mr. Archi- 
bald Little in 1906. Owing to 
certain ambiguities in the agreement 
due to Mr. Little's over-confidence 
in the Chinese, the local offic 
were able to start the now fami! 
campaign of obstruction, and to 
carry it out with so much effect that 
in July last the foreign direc 
of the Company accepted, in despair, 
the Chinese Government's offer to 
bay back the concession for a price 
that paid the shareboldors sone 70 
percent of their original ont.ay. I: 
may be mentioned that the mine 
is now being worked once more in 
the primitive and wasteful way from 
which the Company would have 
rescued it. The story of the Anhui 
Concession dates for practical pur- 
potes from the beginning of last yeur, 
the time when the (‘hinese Govern- 
ment approached the London and 
China Syndicate with the proposal 
that, if the Syndivate would consent 
to joint working of the Tanghuan- 
shan by Chinese und British, the 
Government would ratify the agree 
ment and guaranteo its acceptance 
by the Anhui gentry. In face of 



































the co-operative scheme which Sir 
John Lister Kaye went to Peking 
to make, the Chinese Government. 
declared itself unable to persuade 
the Apbui gentry to accept the com- 
promise, and prop ed to buy buck 
the concession for 250,000, or only 
a little more than a sixteenth part 
of the estimated value of the mine 
and the shareholders’ ont-of-p-cket 
expenses combined. This took place 
io July, and Sir Jobn Lister Kaye 
thereupon broke off negotiations 
and returned to London. How the 
question will yet be settled is still 
unknown. It was understood that 
the syndicate had decided to prose- 
cute work on the mine on the 
ground that the Chinese Government 
in Joly 1905 had admitted the 
syndicate’s title to the properts 

Bat the results of this decision 
not yet apparent. More striki 
though vot, ethically, more unjust 
than either of the above incidsnts 
was the famous Kiakiang boycott. 
The cause of dispute in this case 
dates back to April 26 when, it was 
alleged, a Chinese peasant, ‘named 
Yii Fa-chéog had died in conse- 
quence of maltreatment by Mr. 
Mears, the police inspector in the 
British concession at Kiukiang. Oo 
Joly 31 forinal charge of man- 
slaughter was laid against Mr. 
Mears in the British Consular Court 
of Kiukiang and an inquiry was 
held, both sides being represented 
by counsel, to ascertain whether 
there were grounds for laying the 
case before a jury. What took 
place between April 26 and July 
31 has never been clearly ascer- 
tained. But the whole circum- 
stances of the case pointed so 
strongly to conspiracy and the 
evidence for the alleged m: 
treatment, or of its connexion 
with the death of Yi Fa-ch 
was so unsatisfactory that Mr. E. 
T. C. Werner, the Consul, had no 






































hesitation in dismissing the charge. 
Somewhat unfortunately, however, 
although it ia only fair to take into 





consideration the feeling that pre- 
vailed in the district, the inquiry 
was held in camera, The (‘hines» 
expressed themselves dissatisfied 
with the result, and in the upshot’ 
declared a boycott which seriously 
affected British shipping not only 
ontwardly from Kiukiang bat to 
some extent also inwardly from 
Shanghai, It was some two mon:hs| 
hefore the boycott could be brousht, 
to an end, as the result of urgent 
ropresentutions to Peking. ‘The 
actual loss incurred by the move- 
ment, thongh hy no means to be 
underrated, is of less importance 
than the sural it conveys. Within 
the past eighteen months, the tend- 
ency to make use of boycott as u 
weapon of international offence has 
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[grown steadily, as witness the Japa- 
nese and Fatshan boycotts in the 
South, the attempted Japanese boy- 
cott in Manchuria and the one under 
discussion. It is apparently usoless 
in their present frame of mind 
to attempt to convince the Chinese 
that the Western Powers have 
more to lose than to gain by 
ats ef international injustice to- 
wards China; and it therefore 
remains to show the Chinese Gov- 
ernment that the uso of a weapon 
rely innocent persons 
injured will not be tol- 











ited, 

‘The Macao boundary question, 
which may be said to dite back 
for over 300 years, occupied @ vast 
time of negotistion between Porta- 
gal and China and ended, as so 
many negotiations in which China 


{has been concerned, abortively. 


The point at issue was to devide 
how far up the peninsula China's 
jurisdiction extended und to whom 
the sovereignty over the sarround- 
ing waters and adjacent islands of 
D. Jono, Taipa, Colovane, and 
Green Island belonged. Avcordiag 
to Portngal these questions were 
practicaliy decided ty the Luzo- 
Chinese Treaty of 1887-8. But 
there appears to have been some 
luck of documentary evidence, 
though not. of the right of user ; and 
‘on November 12 the specially ap- 
pointed Commissioners, General 
Sir Joachim Machado and H.E. Kuo 
Erh.ch‘ien, after months of weary 
confabulation, broke off tho dis- 
cus-ion. The Portuguese Govern- 
ment has proposed to submit the 
matter to the Hague tribunal, but 
this China declines, thongh with ali 
the less reason, it must be admitted, 
in that ber own proposa's to refor 
differences with Japan to the Hague 
have been refused in the past. 

So recen'ly has the question of 
the admi tion of Hirbin bo»n 
detailed in these columns that a 
brief reference will suffice here. On 
May 11 a preliminary agreemont 
was concluded between Kussia and 
China for the municipal a:iminis. 
tration of Harbia by the Chinese 
Enstora Ituilway. Subsequently 
some foreign Governments became 
ansious for the position of their 
nationals, and an explanation was 
issued by Russia, the weak point of 
which, according to the Chinese 
view, was that it affected to regard 
the agreement of May 10 as final, 
whereus it had never been ratified 
because China end Russia could 
not agree on the subsidiary clauses. 
Tn these circumstances at the begin- 
ning of December the Waiwupu 
addressed an elaborate protest to 
the foreign representatives denying 
the Chinese Eastern Railway’s 
[rights in anything except a parely

the Powers for assistance. There 
for the time being the matter 
remains. 

THE RAILWAYS YEAR. 

Ir a convenient namo were 
wanted to distinguish 1909, it 
might be called the Railways Year. 
In conjunction with the Autung- 
Mukden railway no event of the 
year was more striking than the 
atory of the Canton-Havkow and 
Central Chinese Railways loan 
and the four syndicates. So far 
the public is concerne 
story dates from March 9, 
when it was announced that a 
group of Gorman financiers rorre- 
sented by the Deutsch-Asistische 
Bank had signed a prelimioary 
agreement with Grand Secretary 
Chang Chib-tung to sopply China 
with a loan of £3,000,000 for the 
construction of the northern section 
of the Canton-Havkow Railway on 
Tientsin-Pukou terms. The in- 
torest of the news lay in this, as 
subsequently made known, that in 
virtue of a protocol arrived nt in a 

revious conference at Berlin 

tween the German syndicate, the 
British representatives of the Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Bank and tho 
British and Chinese Corporation, and 
the Franch syndicate represented 
by the Banque de 1’Indo-Chine, 
the three groups had virtually 
bound themselves to admit no 
Joan on terms less stringent than 
those of the Canton-Kowloon rail- 
way; and that the British and 
French groups had already refased 
‘Tientsin-Pukon terms to the Chinese 
Government and had honorably 
acquainted the Germans with the 
fact. Apart from all else it must 
be remembered that Chang Chih- 
tang had pledged himself in Snp- 
tember, 1905, to give the first 
refusal of such a loan to Groat 
Britain. The Germans’ action 
caused on immediate breach between 
the threo groups. But a farther con- 
forence was held in Berlin on May 
13, when the British group accepted 
& compromise whereby the loan 
was to be increased t» 25,500,000, 
and was made to include the Central 
Chinese railways of which the Ger- 
mans were to have tho construction 
of two sections from Ichang to 
Kwangshui, on the Peking-Hunkow 

@, and from Kingmen to Hankow 
jhusi, Extensions westward of 
Ichang were to be divided between 
Great Britain and Franco; and 
another preliminary agreement in 
this sense was signed in Peking. 

Fresh surprises, however, were in 
store, for on June 11 it became 
known that an American syndicate, 
including Mr. Pierpont Morgan, 
Kuhn Loeb and Co., and others, 
had been formed to enter into! 
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Shinese finance; and that the 
Amorican Chargé d’Affaires had 
formally protested to the Waiwapu 
aguinst the compromise of May 13 
‘on the ground that China was bound 
by the Convention of 1903 to give 
the United Statss first option on 
the Chinese Central Railway 
There is reason to believe that 
this step resulted partly from 
the British syndicate’s rejec- 
tion, at a much earlicr date, of 
American overtures for partioipa- 
tion, At any rate it did not require 
President Taft’s personel telegram 
of about July 20 to the Prince 
Regent to show that the United 
States Government, in accordance 
with the new President's Far 
Eastern policy, was heart and soul 
behind the American syndicate. 
The next few weeks’ negotiations 
were ebaracterized by two main 
featares ; the efforts of the British 
Government to have the matter left 
to be adjusted privately between 
the four syndicates; and the 
Washington Government's deter- 
mination to treat directly with 
China. At the beginning of Sep- 
tember we were told that a soltle- 
ment might be expected within » 
few days, the loan being further: 
increased to £6,000,000 to 
£7,200,000 so as to be divisible 
into four, and the Amoricans 
receiving a slice of the Central 
Chinese Railways. But no such 
settlement has yet occurred and the 
loan still appears to be completely’ 
in abeyance. Apparently the Chinese 
Government hits woaried of the 
whole affair ; tho doath of Chang 
Chib-tung in October was an 
‘obvious complication ; and in the 
meantime the Szechuanese gentry 
had protested against the introduc- 
tion of foreiga capital into their 
province. Indeed, as recently de- 
scribed by our Ichang correspon- 
dent, the first sod of the Hupeb- 
Szechuan railway has actually been 
cut. But tha moral of the Four 
Syndicates is undiminished in force. 
Whotber tle story bas resulted in 
letting German capital into the 
Yangtze Valley, the point on which 
the British syndicate was so severely 
censured, remains to be seen. But 
it marks the definite re-entry of 
American capital into Chinese 
fields. It will, undoubtedly, have 
encouraged C! her policy of 
exciting competition among foreiga 
suitors for her favours. Above all 
it emphasizes more cluarly than 
ever that in questions of finance 
private enterprise cannot be left to 



























fact without the visible protection 
and approval of Government. 
KALGAN, RANGOHOW, 
YUNNANFU. 
It is pleasanter to turn to a sub- 


ject on which the Chiacse are! 
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Kalgan railway. The original con- 
struction began in October 1905. 
By September of the follo 
year the line was open to the me 

of the Nankou Pass, and on Septem- 
ber 24 last it was formally opened 
to Kalgan. Atthe present time one 
through train is ran daily each 
way ; bat arrangements are in hand 
to push the line to Suiyanting op 
the Mongolian frontier, eventually, 
it is hoped, to Kiachta; and as 
trade expands the service will 
probably be increased. Without 
doubt the track over the ro- 
ime great eogineerng feat. The 
line rises 1,800 ft. in ten and a half 
miles to ita highest 
volved the boring of four tunnels, of 
which the longest measures 3,570 
ft., the building of twenty-one 
concrete bridges and numerous 
embankments. Phe whole work 
was carried out under the direction 
of H. E, Jeme Tien-yow, a name 
destined to be famous in the annals 
of Chinese railways, and neither 
foreign advice nor foreign capital 
had any share in it, As we have 
said, although it is not to be in 
ferred that the line is by any means 
perfect, China is certainly to be 
congratulated. 

TE the progress of the Shanghai- 
Hangohow-Ningpo railway is lees 
brilliant, it assuredly appears to 
give fair satisfaction for the work 
that it bas to perform. Curly in 
the year it was subjected to severe 
criticism, some of which was after- 
wards admitted to have been based 
on misconception. The official 
opening to Fengching took place 
on May 29, when a 9 
train was rua from Shanghai with 
great festivities; and by early in 
August it became possible, by 
changing cars at Fengohing, to go 
through to Hangchow. The com- 
pletion of the section to Ningpo 
appears to depond upon the ad- 
justmont of certain differences 
between the C-ntral Government 
and the Chékiang Railway Bareau ; 
but this can scarcely be pormanent- 
ly delayed. The weak features of 
the railway, in constraction, rolling- 
stock and management, arise from 
the common complaint of too many 
cooks ; while the steady refusal of 
the Kiaogsu and Chékiang Rail- 
way Bureaux to recognize them- 
selvrs as in any way bound by the 
agreement between the Central 
Government and the British and 
Chinese Corporation offers a per- 
ennial source of possible injury to 
foreiga investors. ut the line is 
in duily uso, certainly with ap- 

rent satisfaction. 

On August 18 our correspondent 
at Yiinuanfo could assert that 
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three or four months 
me the completion of the Tongkin 
Yannan railway. ‘The diftcalties 


of eonstrueting a line that most 
rine in places to 5,000 ft. and more 
above the sea were tremendous; the 
original estimates were far exceed- 
ed j and the profit to be derived is 
considered doubtfal st least for 
some years. Bat as an engineering 
feat the line is magnificent, acd 
when linked up with the Upper 
Yangtee at Luchow, as some 
day it presumably mast be, its 
parpose in China’s scheme of rail- 
ways will clearly be revealed. 

The Canton-Kowloon railway 
was the subject of an unpleasant 
scandal in October when Butler 





Wright, chief accountant of the 
Chinese section of the line, was 
condemned on trial at Hongkong to 
two years’ hard labour, for malvor- 
sation of fands amounting to some 
thousands of dollars. It ia ex) 
ed that the British section of the 
line will be opened to t-uffic next 
Jane. The projected Kirin-Kuang- 
chengtze railway has already been 
referred to; and, also by the Man- 
eborian Convention, i it was agreed in 
principle that China should be allow-' 
ed to extend her railway to Mukden 
city wi Farther efforts were 
made by the Chefoo native mer- 
chants to collect fands to build a 
line from Chefoo to Weihsien and 
as much as Tis. 800,000 is said to 
have been obtained. Bat the com- 
petition that such » line would set 
up with Tsingtao must excite Gor- 
man antagonism, and the prospeo!s 
of the railway, useful as it would 
eo not bright. Since tho ar- 
rangement of the Chientao contro- 
‘versy, various railway schemes in 
that part of the world, notably 
from Hungehun to Ninguta and 
Kirin, have been propounded; but 
as yet without definite conclusion.

PROVINCIAL ASSEMBLIES. 


On October 14 tho second step 
in the ten years’ programme lead- 
ing up to constitutionalisin was 
ful allled by the imultaneous_open- 
ing of « Provincial Assembly in 
each . provincial capital. The 
seasion lasted until November 23, 
but short as it was, it gave sufficient 


proof that the Government has let 








loose an enticely tinspspested power 
in the land, the developments of 
which are quite beyond calculation 
The meeting, in Shanghai doring 
the last ten days of December, of 
fifty-one delegstes from different 
parts of the Empire, from which 
petitions were sent to Peking pray- 
ing that the date of e national parlia- 
ment might be hastened is extromely 
significant, The regulations govern- 
ing these Assemblies are too 
elaborate to detail bore. Franchise 
qualifications are fairly liberal, 
although the discrimination ngainst 
studenis from foreign mission schools 
‘has occasioned much criticism. 

the wholethe Assemblies appear to be 
reasonably representative and seri- 
ously minded. Their weak point, 
for the nation at large, is that they 
have no hold as yet over official 
appointments ; none, consequently, | ca 
over the purse-strings. But in this 











t-| respect the fature should see dove- 


lopments. Already several of the 
Assemblies have shown a disposition 
to pass beyond the lines of academic 
discussion enjoined upon them 
from above, notably in connexion 
with the proposed stamp duties 
which, throughout the year, the 
Government has vainly attempted 
to enforce. Altogether no feature 
o£ modern China dese so much 
attention as the Provincial Assem- 
blies, 


FINANCE AND THE NAVY. 


Tho moution of stamp duties, 
designed to supply the deficiency 
caused by the loss of opium revenne, 
brings us naturally to questions of 
finance. That the Government, in 
face of ils own penury and of pro- 
vincial reluctance to contribute to 
its expenses, should have begun to 
realize the evil of unrestricted 
paper and copper coinage, is shown 
by tho issue in Septembor of 
elaborate regulations to check the 
former, and by repeated injanctions 
to provincial mints to minimize the 
lattor, On Juno 19 H.E. Tang 
Shao-yi returned from his nine 
months’ trip round the world, re- 
pleto, it may be supposed, with 

advico on financial questions. 
Hitherto, however, he would appear 
to have been given no opportunity 
of imparting his knowledyo to the 
financiers of Peking. About the 
same time Chioa’s cherished desire 
to increase her import daties in 
return for tho abolition of 
likin was indicated by & somewhat 
indefinite proposal to discuss the 
question at an iniernatioral confer- 
ence; but to this Great Britain 
refused to accede, presumably ut 
such time as tho Chineso Govern- 
ment should show some practical 
sign of setting its house in order 
unaided, In this respect the out- 
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ook is not hopeful. It is, thero- 
fora, the more extraordinary that 
China should choose such a moment 
to commit herself to naval schemes 
elaborated between June and 
October, involving an initial expen- 
diture of Tis. 26,000,000 ; and to 
sending an expensive mission, 
headed by Princo Tsai Hsun aad 
Adiniral Suh Chén-ping to Enrope 
to study naval armaments. The 
incongruity is indeed so remarkahlo 
that wo may be forgiven for asking 
to seo somo tangiblo results before 
placing unreservod confidence ia 
the proposal.

FOREIGN AFFAIRS 
IN 1909, 


JSannary 5. 

Sussequenr generations will 
have the advantage of seeing the 
past year in its true perspective in 
relation to the affairs of this age, 
but in the eyes of contemporary 
observers the year 1909 assumes an 
importance that it would be diffi 
cult to overestimate. For the world 
at large its significance may, in- 
deed, ultimately be confined to the 
‘advance of science in its applica- 
tion to new methods of locomotion 
—a red-letter year, perhaps, though 
to be regarded in the distant future 
with that condescending interest’ 
which is reserved to-day for the 
year 1814 and George Stephenson's 
epoch-making efforts. In the poli- 
tical world, however, we must 
recognize that tendencies have been 
at work which, it is not unnatural 
to infer, will exercise a supreme 
influence over the future of many 
nations of the present day. To it 
dividual countries 1909 has proved 
an eventfal year, but to none more 
so than to the British Empire ; and 
we may, therefore, well begin our 
sammary with a review of Imperial 
affairs. 

THE BRITISH EMPIRE. 

By common consent the year 
1909 constitutes a landmark in the 
history of the British race, for no 
previous period, not even during 
the stress of the South African 
‘War, has witnessed such a notable 
tightening of Imperial ties. Again 
the incentive came in the form of a 
threatened danger from without, 
thongh happily not so immediately 
acute as in the ‘“ Black Week” of 
December 1899. In spite of the 
closeness with which naval affairs 
are rightly watchel, and the con 








tinued movement for the main- 
tenance of our supremacy at sea, 
neither the Mother-country nor the 
self-governing Colonies were pre- 
pared for the alarming admissions 
made by the Premier and the First 
Lord of the Admiralty in the 
course of the great navy’ debate in 
the House of Commons daring the 
second week of March. The effect 
was in no way disproportionate to 
the gravity of the Ministerial 
utterances. With a promptitade 
that added greatly to the value of 
the gift the Premier of New 
Zealand telegraphed to the British 
Government offering in the name of 
the Dominion to defray immediately. 
the whole cost of building and 
arming one first-class battleship of 
the latest type, and adding that! 
New Zealand would provide two! 
Dreadooughts, if necessary. A 
proposal of this natare had already 
been canvassed in the Australian 
Press and the Commonwealth short- 
ly afterwards made the same offer 
‘as New Zealand. Both were ac- 
cepted gratefully by the British’ 
Government, but. it was left to 
subsequent deliberation to decide 
upon the most suitable form io 
which effect should be given to the 
Colonies’ patriotism. 

Following close upon these offers 
came the Imperial Press Con- 
ference attended by the editors of 
all the leading newspapers in the 
self-governing Colonies. However 
unofii nference may have 
been in its original conception, it: 
was destined to exercise a most 
conspicuous influence upon public 
thought throughout the Empire. The 
concrete results may not have rang- 
ed beyond the cheapening of Press 
rates’ for telegraphic messages— 
though by no means an unimportant 
achievement—but the conference 
was in effect en informal parlia~ 
ment of the Empire and was 
admirably constituted as a prelude 
to the Imperial Defence Conference. 
Not only had the visiting jouroa- 
lists an opportunity of exchanging 
views among themselves, but they 
were also enabled to listen to the 
studied advice of the foremost 
statesmen of the Mother-country. 
The British people at home may 
learn much from their overseas 
brethren, but it is always well for 
the latter to remember that their 
best intellects do not surpass the 
standard imposed by tradition apon 
public men in Great Britain. 


IMPERIAL DEFENCE. 


With public attention already 
concentrated upon the tightening 
of Imperial ties the success of the 
Defence Conference was assured. 














This conference was convened under 
the terms of Resolution I of thi 
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resolution of the Canadian House 
of Commons on March 29 to 
undertake a large share in the 
Empire's defence. Represented 
at the Conference were, besides 
the Mother-country, the Austra 
lian Commonwealth, New Zea- 
land, Canada, Newfoundland and 
the four South African Colonies. 
‘The first meeting was held af the 
Foreign Office on Jaly 28 and the 
result of the deliberations were 
made known one month later. In. 
gard to military defence it was 
arranged that, without impairing 
the complete control of the Govern- 
ment of each Dominion over the 
military forces raised within it, 
those forces should be standardized 
and be assimilated in matters of 
detail to the British Army, with a 
view to their assisting, combined 
into one homogeneous Imperial 
Army, in any real emergency. The 
work of organization thus fore- 
shadowed bas been facilitated by 
the creation early in the year of an 
Imperial General Staff and the 
jintment of Field Marshal Lord 















India command, a: High Com- 
missioner of the Mediterranean and 
Commander-in-Chief of the over- 
seas military forces, Canada 
alone excepted. Lord Kitchener 

at present in Australia, on 
the invitation of the Common- 
wealth Goverament, for the parpose 
of inspecting the military forces 
and laying down the principles of 
reorganization. In the matter of 
naval defence the Conference agreed 
that the gifts made by New Zea- 
land and the Commonwealth should 
take the form of cruisers of the new 
Indomitable type, instead of battle- 
ships, and that the New Zealand 
cruiser should be stationed in China 
waters, while the Commonwealth 
cruiser would be on the Australian 
station. It was further decided 
that with some temporary assistance 
from Imperial funds the Common- 
wealth Government should provide 
and maintain the Australian unit 
of the new Pacific Fleet, while the 
contribution of the New Zealand 
Government would be applied to- 
wards the maintenance of the China 
unit, of which some of the smaller 
vessels would have New Zealand 
waters as their headquarters. Ca- 
ia, elected to have 
and undertook, 
sabject, as in the case of the other 
representatives at the Conference, 
to parliamentary confirmation, to 
make a start with cruisers of 
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H.M.S: Bristol class and destroyers 
of the improved “ River” class. 


IMPERIAL PREFERENCE. 
While wo welcome the notice- 
able progress thus madé towards 
the consolidation of the Empire, it 
bas to be admitted that something 
more than a scheme of common 
defence must be evolved in order 
to introduce as a permanent factor 
in Impérial affairs the fall force of 
ditional twenty-five per cent 
of our ‘population living overseas. 
With taxation for Imperial defence 
must come ultimately representa- 
tion in Imperial counsels, and the 
year has seen a stepping-stone in 
the Press and Defence Conferences ; 
but antil a satisfactory system of 
Tmperial preference has been de- 
vised, a,source of potential wealth 
to the Empiro lies untouched. In 
the Dominions this sslation of the 
Imperial problem is accepted as an 
fom, and during the year roosived 
emphatic support from the Congress 
of British Chambers of Commerce 
(including the London Chamber of 
Commerce) assembled in Bydoey. 
‘The principle has made considerable 
headway in Great Britain ; so much 
so, that if a referendum on this one 
question alone were possible, there 
could be little doubt as to the issue. 
It is thé’ main platform of the 
Unionist party in proaching 
general lection, but its present 
ment to the natibi is obscured by 
counter-cries and side issues. In 
the meanwhile Canada approaches 
the time when she will have to 
choose between Iinperial preference 
and 2 North American Zollvere 
She recognizes that there is no 
alternative, and early in the year 
undertook to make no arrangement 
to the prejudice of the commercial 
interests of the Motber-country, 
until the people of Great Britain 
themselves should show at the next 
I" election what they wish 
ir trade relations to be. 


THE FINANCE BILL. 


‘When this resolve was taken, 
however, the events that have led 
up to the general election due next 
week could not be foreseen. bh 
the grester part of the year the 
controv ae the Finance Bill 
bas overshadowed all other: ques-| 
tions of domestic policy. Considera~ 
tions of do not allow us to 
enter into the details of Mr. Lloyd 
George’s Budget. Tho Bill is ‘of 

Tetigth and complexity, bat 

timin provisions résponsible 
for the opposition aroused, spart 
from the’ fret that the measure 
introduces matters - foreign to a 
strict Finance Bill, are those 
imposing duties on land -values. 
Tt provides for new taxes on 

















‘any unearned increment that may! 
in the future accrue to owners 
of land, other than agricultural 
land. These taxes are four in num- 
ber and comprise 1) a general in- 
crement value duty, 2) a reversion 
duty, 3) an undeveloped land duty, 
designed to tax valuable land, pos- 
sibly now inadequately rated, on 
its true market value, 4) a mineral 
rights duty. The Bill provides for 
a valuation of all land in the 
United Kingdom as on April 30, 
1909, and every fifth year is to see 
further valuations of the site value 
of undeveloped land. This measure, 
frankly socialist in tendency, as 
it taxes capital and not merely in- 
‘come, was met by the most resolute 
opposition, and for more than seven 
months its passage through Parlia- 
ment was stoutly contested. When 
finally passed by the Honse of Com- 
mons on November 4, it certainly 
showed a marked improvement 
upon the crude Bill originslly pre- 
sented to the Honse ; but its prin- 
ciples remained the same and after 
a prolonged debate, in every way 
worthy of the memorable occasion, 
the Finance Bill was refused the 
assent of the House of Lords on 
the plea that it was of such a 
nature that the people should have 
been first consulted. The Govern- 
ment was left with no alternative 
to dissolution and the country at 
‘once prepared for a general election 
which will be held from January 
15 onwards. 


SOUTH AFRICAN UNION. 


A notable accomplishment fo the 
lation of Empire was the South 
rican Union, agreed upon earl; 

in the year ‘by the four Sont 

African States, ratified by their 
respective parliaments, submitted 
to the Imperial Parliament, passing 
its third reading in the House of 
Commons on August 19, and finally 
promulgated, after the King’s 
signature, on December 7. Thus 
ten years after the outbreak of a 
bitter war two different races bave 
co-operated to build up a new 
State. Union, which would have 
been impossible without the pre- 
paratory work of Cecil Rhodes and 
Lord Milner, was accelerated by 
the change of government in Great 
Britain. The Liberal-Radical party, 
opposed at heart to the war, found 
itself in a position to band back the 
country to the Boers; but the 
latter, profiting by their recent 
experience, preferred consolidation 
on a local base to provincial de- 
pendence and were ready to accept 
for their country the remote obliga- 
tions entailed by the position of 
danghter in the Mother’s house for 
the immediate advantages of being 
mistress in her own. 
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INDIA. 

A less satisfactory record, how- 
ever, is presented by India, where 
the year has been marked by a 
succession of outrages. Tho dis- 
content, thus indicated, cannot be 
said to have spread during the 
period under review ; rather is it 
attributable to the same agitation 
in the same quarters, breaking out 
now in one direction, now in 
another, in the same manner. A 
bomb was thrown at the Viceroy’s 
carriage on November 13, but 
happily without causing injury to 
Lord Minto or his family or escort ; 
there have been attempts to wreck 
trains, while more dastardly still, 
an Indian shot and killed at the 
Imperial Institute, London, on July 
1, Lientenant-Colonel Sir W. H. 
Curzon Wyllie, Political aide-de- 
camp to the Secretary of State for 
India, and with him Dr. Cawas 
Lalcaca, who sought to arrest the 
assailant. This series of political 
crimes has been the subject of 
severe denunciation on the part of 
Mohammedans and the more res- 
ponsiblo classes of Hindus. It has 
not deterred, however, the British 
Government from introducing the 
reforms outlined in the King’s 
Speech at the beginning of the 
year. These were daly promul- 
gated as the Indian Councils Act 
of 1909 on November 15, and have 
met with a favourable reception, 
as might have been anticipated for 
any measure that gave to the non- 

ent in the provincial 
Jear majority, while » 
small majority only of officials is 
retained for the Governor-General’s 
Legislative Council. 

SOCIALISM. 

As in Great Britain so on the 
Continent interest in British affairs 
has centred mainly in the Budget 
issue. The preceding year had 
found Socialism on the defensive, 
if not in actual retreat. In Ger- 
many it had not recovered from 
its heavy defeat at the polls ; in 
France it was being kept in check 
by the able administration of M. 
Clemenceau, and the impression 
that its phenomenal advance had 
been stayed was generally current. 
With the year under review, 
however, Socialism has shown many 
sigas of recovery ; but no more 
potent lance has been couched in 
its behalf than by tho action of the 
British Government in adopting 
the principle of direct taxation with 
the prospect. if the extremists in 
the Cabinet have their own way, 
of the ultimate supersession of 
indirect taxation save perhaps on 
tobacco and liquor. The socialist 
millennium of the total transfer of 
property to the state, it has now 
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been shown, can best be achieved 
by taxing proy out of existence. 
That Great Filan which has 
always been regarded as the one 
stronghold where Socialism could 
make no headway, should have 
placed this dangerous weapon in 
the hands of the socialist world 
bas caused no little consternation 
or delight according to the inclina- 
tions of foreign observers. Socialists 
of all countries are enthusiastic for 
Mr. Lloyd George's Budget and 
realize that the “ new model ” will 
figuro in the domestic politics of 
every nation in the future. In 
other respocts Socialism has occu- 
pied a prominent position in tho 
political arena by virtue of the 
nomination of a Socialist Premier 
in France and the number of strikes 
throughout the world, organized or 
encouraged by its forces. In one 
instance only—in Sweden—has an 
attempt at a general strike achieved 
any measare of success. There the 
strike was, practically, a general 
one ; butasa strike it was a failure. 
In France considerable dislocation to 
tho life of the capital was caused by 
a strike of postal employees, bat ail 
attempts to make the strike general 
failed, and the firm attitude of the 
Government finally brought the 
post office men back into line. The 
coal strike in New South Wales, if 
more local in offect, has not been 
less serious to Government and 
ople alike. More significent, 
owever, of the international fellow- 
ip of Soci the series of 
strikes, accompanied in most cases 
by riots, undertaken as a protest 
against the execution after a trial in 
camera by the Spanish authorities of 
Sofior Ferrer, the intellectual leader 
of republicanism in Barcelona and 
undoubtedly an inspirer of dis- 
affection with anarchist tendencies. 
INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS. 
Ix rogard to the situation in 
Enropo the year 1909 which camo’ 
in as a lion has fortunately gone 
out asa lamb. ‘The opening weeks 
found international relations still 
strained by the action of Austria- 
Hungary in annexing tho Tarkish 
provinces of Bosnia and Herze 
govina. A European conference 
to logalize the annexation had been 
stipulated by Sir Edward Grey, 
and, although the justice of this 
domand had been generally recog- 
nized, no little anxiety prevailed in 
the chancelleries of Europe regard- 
ing the outcome of such @ meeting. 
Circumstances, however, which it 
was impossible for the British 
Foreign Offico to control, rendered 
‘a conference superfluous and the 
suggestion camo to nothing. The 
announcement that in 1876 Russia 
and Austria-Hungary had ratified 
at Reichstadt a convention, signed 





the following year in Budapest, 
dealing with the very question in 
dispute, cut the ground entirely 
from under the British protest. 
By that convention Russia, in re- 
turn for Austro-Hungarian neutra- 
lity in the approaching war with 
Tarkey, surrendered Bosnia and 
Herzegovina unconditionally into 
Austria’s hands. It was impossi- 
ble, therefore, for Great Britain 
to be more pro-Slay than 
Rassia, and Austria-Hungary and 
Turkey had to be allowed to make 
their own terms, regardless of the 
affront given to Europe's solemn 
pledges. By the Austro-Turkish 
Protocol ratified in February the 
Porte renounced its sovereign 
rights over the annexed provinces 
while recovering complete control 
of the sanjak of Novi Bazar. It 
was also arranged that Turkish 
customs duties should be raised 
from 11 to 15 per cent. Austria- 
Hungary in return agreed to pa 
Tarkey 22,500,000 and to abolish 
her post offices on Turkish soil. 
‘As an outcome of the events of 
the provions year there still romain- 
the impasse in the relations 





between Constantinople and Sofia 
brought about by the Balgarian 
declaration of independence.  Mat- 
ters were soon crystallized into the 
question of monetary compensatior 
but mo sooner had this principle 
been mutually upon, than a 
fresh strain in the rolations of the 
two countries was introduced. 
Bulgaria offered a payment of 
£3,280,000 ; Tarkey demanded 
£5,000,000.' Neither side would 
budge ‘from its position and an 
open rupture appeared possible at 
any moment. At this juncture M. 
Iswolsky, the Russian Fore 

Secretary, offered himself in the 











would cancel fifteen instalments of 
tho war indemnity owed to her 
by Turkey, tho equivalent of 
£5,000,000, and would content 
herself with the £3,280,000 which 
Bulgaria was prepared to pay. The 
Porte, considering the terms too fa- 
vourable to Russia and ikiog to 
be reminded of an indemnity which 
it had been allowed to forget, was 
prepared to make elaborate sacrifices| 
to avoid Russia's mediation, but in 
the end had to be satisfied with 
such a solution of the Bulgarian 
question, and King Ferdinand’s 
independence was ultimately re- 
cogaized by the Turkish Parlia- 
ment. 

Yot a further aftermath of the 
annexation developed in the hostility 
manifested towards Austria-Hun- 
gary by Servia, which found itself 
seriously checked in its Serb aspira- 
tions by the incorporation of the 
two Slayzprovinoesiin the Austrian 
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domains. At one moment it seemed 
probable that public exasperation 
would force the small Balkan state, 
which had already mobilized the 
greater part of its military forces, 
to risk snicide on Austrian bayonets. 
Servia had reason to believe 
that both Russia and Great 
Britain could be relied upon 
to save her from the fall conse- 
quences of her rash act, for it was 
clear that Russia, while forced to 
acquiesce in tho annexation of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina, was 
anxious to avoid a formal disavowal 
‘of Servia. The situation called for 
strenuous action and Austria 





Hungary proved equal to the 
oceasion. Germany's assistance 
was enlisted; a mi reached 


St. Petersburg from Berlin, which 
had the effect of causing Russia to 
withdraw immediately from her 
previous position ; another ultima- 
fam from Vienna to Belgrade 
and the unconditional submission of 
the Sorvian Government ensued. 
The Enro atmosphere was 
cleared, though clouds still hovered 
on the horizon. 

In the Press duel which has been 
wagod throughout the year between 
the champions of Count Achrenthal 
and tho supporters of M. Iswolsky 
it has been shown that, in spite of

.| cause for estrangement lies in the 


open challenge given by Germany 
and Austria-Hungary at the Buch- 
Inu meeting in 1908 to tho “ policy 
of ententes The early events of 
1909 indicated, indeed, a trial of 
strength between the two central 
European empires and the Triple 
Entente. That the latter was not 
strong enough to carry everythin; 

before it aust be altebuted to the 
fact that Great Britain is still a 
naval Power only, and assuch must 
inevitably exerciso a limited in- 
fluence in Europe when diplomacy 
has to risk an appoal to force. 
Without an army we are unable to 
give to our friends that measure of 
practical support which is required 
to clinch an argument in European 
counsels. Tho Triple Entente, how- 
ever, though shown to have its 
limitations, remains for defensive 
purposes an effective diplomatic 
combination based upon permanent 
interests. It has withstood all at- 
tempts to weaken it and whatever 
readjustment of international rela— 
tions may take place around it, 
these can only farther its objects, 
by making for European stability. 

ROYAL VISITS. 


The year has been conspicu— 
jous for the number of visits ox— 
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changed by European ralers, and 
in there we may confidently look 
for a contributory cause to the im- 
provement of international relations 
daring the period under review. 
In March King Edward and Queen 
Alexandra paid an official visit to 
Berlin, which developed an interna 
tional significance altogether beyond 
anticipation. Tho day of their 
arrival was chosen for the publica- 
tion of the Morocco Agreement 
between Germany and France, 
which removed a constant menace 
to European peace. By this agree- 
ment Germany renounced all 
political aims in Morocco and 
virtually consented to a French 
protectorate; France, in retarn, 


renounced all economic monopoly 
in Morocco and agreed to a fan 
in 


cial alliance with Gormany. 
May the Gert

the two 
have temporarily atrongthoned the 
bonds of the Triple Alliance, if it only 


served to remind Ttaly how near she 
had previously beonto breaking them 
ly a quarrel with the neighbouring 
Empire. On Juno 18 the Tsar 
met the Emperor William at 
Bjirko, and bogan a cruiso in the 
royal yacht that took him to Cher- 
bourg to meet President Fallitres, 
and to Cowes on a visit to Kin, 
Edward. This trip, to whicl 
the friendly visit of a representative 
body of Russian members of Parlia- 
ment to London had formed an 
interesting prelade, was a striking 
notification that the Triple Entente 
has to be regarded as a permanent! 
part of the Enropean system. On 
his return to Rassia through the 
Kiel Canal the Tsar again met the 
German Emperor, and in October 
paid a visit to King Victor 
Eminanuel at Racconigi, which he 
contrived to reich without passing’ 
through Austrian territory. The 
Balkan crisis had provoked an 
acrimonious discassion botween the 
British and Austrian Press; but 
thore had never been any desire to 
see the good relations that have 
long subsisted between the ti 
countries interrupted. As an ii 
dication of the real feeling actuat- 
ing the two peoples we may quoto 
the telegraphic exchange of cordial 
sentiments betweon King Edward 
during bis stay at Marienbad and 
the Emperor Francis Joseph on 
the occasion of the _Ihtter’s 
seventy-ninth birthday. Finally in 
November the British nation was 
able to welcome Kiog Manuel 
of Portugal as the gaest of its 
sovereign. 

















TURKEY. 


Events in Turkey have surpassod 
in interest the domestic affairs of 
every other country during the 
past year. The close of 1908 saw 
tho new order under the auspices 
of the Committee of Union and 
Progress established, with the first 
elections duly held. ‘The opening 
of parliament witnessed a great! 
success for the Grand Vizier, 
Kiamil Pasha, but signs of friction 
had not been wanting even at the 
elections. As a rival to the Com- 
mittee had appeared tho Liberal 
Union, which favoured decentraliza- 
tion, and Kiamil identified himself 
with this group. Tho Committeo, 
however, convinced that the Young 
Turks alone could savo the Empire, 
was determined that its authority 
should be paramount and resolved 
upon the Grand Vizier’s downfall. 
Kiamil Pasha was prepared to fight 
and dismissed from the Ministry 
his Young Turk colleagues holding 
the portfolios of War and Marine. 
An intorpellation in the Chamber 
followed and after a tamultuous 
sitting of six hours a vote of 
no-confidénco was passed against 
the Ministry by 198 to eight votes. 
Hilmi Pasha became Grand Vizier, 
bat the seeds of intrigue against 
the Committee of Union and Pro- 
gress were in the meanwhile being 
widely spread with the appearance 
in the political arena of the Moham- 
medan League. By working on 
the religious feeling of the people 
they wero able to persuade the 
troops that not only were the 
Young Turks resolved to depose 
the Sultan for anti-religious pur- 
poses, but that they would also 
shortly forbid soldiers to go to 
mosque or make their daily prayers. 
The spark that fired the train was 
the murder on April 6 of the Editor 
of the “ Serbesti,” one of the bold- 
est and most violent critics of the 
Commiteo of Union and Progross. 
Within a woek (April 13) the 
counter-revolution bad broken out, 
the Hilmi Cabinet was overthrown 
and the Young Turks were swept 
out of Constantinople. Hilmi 
Pasha fled, and the Sultan ap- 
pointed Tewfik Pasha Grand Vizier 
and Edhem Pasha Minister of War. 
Numerous murders marked the new 
régime and among the victims were 
the Minister of Justice, a depaty, 
and many military officers. The 
triumph of the mutiny appeared 
complete, but within twenty-four 
hours the Young Tarks had begun 
their preparations at Salonika for 
an immediate advance on Con- 
stantinople. Mahmad Shefket Pasha, 
who commanded the Third Army 
Corps, placed himself, with the 
30,000 troops under his command, 
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at the disposal of the committes of 
Union and Progress, and at oncd 
assumed the lead in’ subsequent 
events. Nogotiations were opened 
with Nazim Pasha, the commander 
of the First Army Corps, in the 
capital, and it was arranged that the: 
constitationalists should enter Cons- 
tantinople and seize the Palace on 
April 24. Tt was hoped, that blood 
shed would be averted, but the 
troops in the capital considered 
themselves already too far com- 
mitted, and a short but fierce strag- 
gle ensued before they were finally 
overpowered. The dethronement 
of Abdul Hamid was decided upon 
by deputies and senators assembled 
in the Yachting Club at San Stefano 
and Mohammed Reshad Effendi, his 
brother, was declared his legal suc- 
cessor as the next eldest male of the 
House of Othman. Abdul Hamid 
was formally deposed by 8 vote of 
the Chamber, after the necessary 
fetva had been issued by the Sheik- 
ul-Islam, declaring that he had 
forfeited the throne by perfidy and 
blood-guiltiness. He now lives in 
retirement in the Villa Allatini at 
Salonika and his brother rales as 
Sultan Mohammed V. 
CRETE AND GREEOR, 

Tnaddition to its domestic troubles 
tho new Tarkish régime has been 
confronted by fresh complications 
with Greece and Crete. A resolu- 
tion in favour of union with Greece 
was passed by the Cretan Chamber 
in October 1908, and in the circam- 
stances it would have been natural 
for effect to have been given to this 
vote. The Young Turks, however, 
passionatoly resisted the idea. Ne- 
vertheless the protecting Powers 
carried out their promise to with- 
draw their forces from the island 
and the last foreign troops left Crete 
on July 27, while guard ships re- 
mained in Suda Bay as e guaranteo 
of the diplomatic satus quo. On 
tho samo day the Crotans ran up 
the Groek flag at Canes in defiance 
of the Sultan's suzorsinty. The 
Porte sent a veiled ultimatum to 
the Athenian Government, which 
it chose to hold responsible for the 
act. Greece referred it to the 
Powers and an international detach- 
ment of sailors was landed shortly 
afterwards to haul down the flag and 
to destroy the flagstaff. Since that 
date the Crotan problem does not 
appear to bave made any advance 
towards solution. The Cretans have 
a distinct claim to union with 
Greece, but the Powers not un- 
naturally feel obliged to respect 
the susceptibilities of the Young 
Tarks, who, rather than suffer any 
farther diminution of territory, are 
Prepared to make war on Gi 

Partly owing to the humiliation 
of being exposed to an ultimatum 
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from Turkey and partly on account 
of internal discontent, Greece was 
plunged into » domestic crisis by 
the seizure of power by the Military 
League, acting on the lines of the 
Turkish Committee of Union and 
Progress. Without proceeding to the 


extremities of a civil war the League| Mai 


has established itself in supreme. 
control of the Government and 
Ministries obey its behests or fall. 
Two Cabinets fell in rapid sacces- 
sion and the third under M. Mayro- 
michaelis holds office merely at the 
pleasure of the League. At one 
time it seemed inevitable that King 
George would find himself obliged 
to abdicate ; but that crowning 
folly has been avoided by the new 
authority, which has contented it- 
self with driving the royal princes 
out of the army. An abortive 
naval mutiny was attempted in 
imitation of the military pronuncia- 
mento or in protest against it. The 
navy did not countenance it ; but 
there are indications that the senior 
naval officers are by no means 
satisfied with the conduct of affairs 
by the Military League. 


SPAIN AND THE RIFF. 


With the exception of the 
Central American States where a) 
successful revolution in Nicaragua 
after a strenuous campaign has 
ejected General Zelaya from the 
presidency and installed General 
Estrada in his place, the only serious 
fighting witnessed during the year 
has been in the Riff territory on 
the North African coast, where 
previous wars have taken place in 
1859 and 1894. The pacific pene- 
tration of Morocco by France from 
Casablanca stirred the Spanish into 
activity in their sphere of interest 
in the north; and in quick succession 
they occupied in the neighbourhood 
of Melilla the great lagoon Mac 
Chica, the old Roman post La Re- 
stingua, the Zaffarine Islands and 
Cape del Agua, the nearest point on 
the mainland, thus establishing 
themselves at the mouth of the 
River Muluya, tho only stream of 
note in this portion of Shereefian 
territory. The tribes called upon 
the Spaniards to retire, but the 
latter replied by taking steps for 
the commercial development of the 
Riff hinterland. They were assisted 
im these efforts by the Pretender Ba 
Hamara, who held sway over that 
portion of the Riff. For a suitable 
consideration Ba Hamara gave 
mining concessions to a Spanish 
and toa French syndicate, and these 
companies began to build a sbort 
railway from Melilla to their 
mines at Beni-bu-Ifru. Outrages 
took place on the line in May, but 
in July the Riffians fell upon the 
railway workmen, killing six and 














scattering the rest. General Marina, 
Commandant at Melilla, moved out 
against the Moors, who had now 
appeared in force, but his strategical 

tion was hopeless. Serious 
Eghting began on July 18 when 
the Riffians attacked General 
lines ; eight days later 
the railway was cut between the 
first and second stations, and on 
the following day a fierce engage- 
ment was fought by a column 
sent out to Mt. Guruga in sup- 
port of aconvoy, and the com- 
mander, General Pintos, was killed. 
Spain now found herself confront- 

with a formidable campaign, and 
steps were accor: taken to 
conduct the operations on a larger 
scale. Success has crowned these: 
efforts and the Riffs have come to 
terms. Meanwhile the prospect of 
& war was resent certain 
sections of Spaniards at home, and 
riots broke out throughout Spain, 
but principally at Barcelona. They 
were put down by the Maura 
Cabinet with a firm hand, but in 
the execution of Seior Ferrer, 
already referred to, Sefior Maura 
miscalculated the force of public 
feeling and was compelled to resign. 
He has been succeeded by Sefor 
Moret, the Liberal leader. 


OTHER COUNTRIES. 


For the other countries of 
Europe, with the possible exception 
of Germany, the past twelve 
months do not stand ont with any 
special degree of prominence. In 
the German Empire the year opened 
with the domestic toation de- 
pressed, owing mainly to the 
problem presented by financial 
reform. A great struggle over the 

uestion of finance ensued in the 

ichsteg, where after a wonderful 
spell of success Prince Billow’s: 
attempt to hold together by merely 
anti-clerical cement the incon- 

uous elements composing the 
Eimous Bloc was finally and com- 
pletely wrecked. The Government: 
to meet its deficit held the view 
that extended death duties were 
indispensable, while it was opposed 
to taxes on current business ; the 
Centre would have none of this 
and it was supported by the Con- 
servative wing. In the end after 
eight and a half years of office the 
Imperial (hancellor once more 
pressed his resignation upon the 
Emperor and was succeeded by Herr 
von Bethmann - Hollweg. The 
change in Chancellors, however, im- 
plied no change in policy ; and the 
Empire secured the £25,000,000 
of additional revenue that had 
proved the undoing of Prince 
Bilow. At the same time the 
retiring Chancellor was able to 
pride himself on the fact that he 
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le't Germany at the height of 
Imperial power, combining a 
financial strength and a commer- 
cial success that she hed never 
before attained. By ber inter- 
vention in the Balkan crisis 
sho re-established her position in 
Europe, and the message to St. 
Petersburg that left Servia at the 
mercy of Austria-Hungary con- 
firmed her in that position. The 
new Chancellor is credited with 
being more Francophil than his 
predecessor ; and both the Morocco 
Agreement and the spirit in which 
it is being acted upon have created 
a good impression in Europe. 
in France also the year has 
witnessed a change in the chief 
arliamentary figare by the down- 
Fil ‘of M.Clomencena. and. the 
nomination of M. Briand as Premier 
in his stead, When M. Clemenceau 
emerged with success from the 
senatorial elections, it seemed as if 
all previous record in the lives of 
French Ministries was to be sur- 
, and the cbain of circum- 
stances that led to his resignation 
was as sudden as it was dramatic. 
Naval scandals bad for long been 
stirring public opinion in France ; 
M. Thomson, Minister of Marine, 
had been driven from office, and a 
committee of inquiry into the 
condition of the French navy bad 
been appointed, with M. Deloassé as 
chairman. Its report, which prov- 
ed most unsatisfactory reading, was 
submitted to the Chamber at the 
close of the session, on July 20. 
Five days previously M. Clemen- 
ceau had been accorded, after an 
oratorical doel with M. Janris, 
a magnificent vote of confidence 
by 345 to 90, A number of 
deputies bad left Paris when the 
report on the navy came up before 
the Chamber and M. Delcassé mado 
fa severe attack upon the Govern- 
ment, which he held responsible for 
the existing condition of things in 
the service. In the passage of arms 
that ensued between M. Clemen- 
ceau and M. Delcassé, the latter 
was taunted with having caused 
France to be inflicted with the 
“humiliation” of Algeciras. M. 
Deloasaé replied by counter-charges, 
and when M. Clemenceau again 
mounted the tribune and repeated 
bis taunt that bis opponent had led 
France to “one of our greatest 
humiliations,” the sense of the 
whole Chamber was against bim ; 
he was silenced by the slamming 
of desks and on a division was 
defeated by 212 votes to 176. 
The Premier at once resigned, and 
President Falliéres, on the ground 
that the adverse vote was a personal 
one directed against M. Clemenceau 
rather than against the Government, 
called upon M. Briand, Minister of 
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Education, and not upon M. Del- 
cassé, to form a new Cubinet. 

The main interest in the affairs 
of Russia, Austria-Hungary and 
Ttaly attaches to foreign relations, 
with which we have already dealt. 
In matters of domestic policy the 
situation in Russia may be regarded 
as more favourable, in so far as the 
Dama is found working smoothly, 
with a majority provided by Octo- 
brists (Progressive Conservatives) 
and the Moderate Right. The 
situation in Austria-Hungary, on 
the other hand, is far from satis- 
factory, for the year has witnessed 
an aggravation of the internal 
differences that distract the Daal 
Monarchy, and the fatare is pro- 
blematical in the extreme. The 
annexation of Bosnia and Herze- 
govina has materially increased the 
year’s expenditure, while the Gov- 
ernment is committed to a naval 
programme of no small dimensions. 
Its activity in this direction has 
aroused considerable misgivings in 
Italy, and it is folt that, especially 
after the meeting at Racconigi, 
Italy’s attitude towards the Triple 
Alliance must less satisfaction 
to her allies than her obvious loyalty 
to the Quadruple Entente gives to 
Great Britain, Russia and France. 


PERSIA. 


Chaos has succeeded chaos 
throughout the year in Persia, and 
the only cause for satisfaction in 
connexion with the affairs of this 
unfortunate country is that they 
have thrown into strong relief the 
vitality of the Anglo-Russian rap. 

hement. But for their com- 
plete understanding the situation 
must have embroiled these two 
Powers. The year opened with the 
Shab ruling without a constitation 
and confronted with rebellion in 
various parts of his dominions. In 
‘May as the result of Anglo-Russian 
pressure he consented to restore the 
constitution and a proclamation an- 
nounced that Parliament would be 
convened on July 17. But while 
the Shah’s Ministers were occupied 
with the preparation of an electoral 
law, the Nationalists in Tabriz were 
strengthening their position and in 
July began an advance on Teheran. 
Within a fortnight they were at 
the gates of the capital, and the 
straggle was over in two days. 
Shah Mohammed Ali took refuge 
in the Russian Legation ; he was 
formally deposed on July 16 and 
Sultan Ahmed Mirza was proclaim- 
ed his successor. Since that time, 
however, the improvement in Per- 
sian affairs has not been marked. 
‘The Nationalists, untike the Young 
Turks, were without organization ; 
they lack the support of a strong 
army and have had to face an 























empty Treasury. For a time the 
Government of the country would 
seem to have been carried on by 
means of enforced contributions 
from political opponents. Bat 
without a foreign loan the position 
is hopeless, and the negotiations to 
this end had not been brought to a 
successful conclusion before the 
close of the year. Meanwhile 
disorder is rampant throughout the 
country, and in the north-west 
Russia has been compelled to re- 
inforce her troops in that district 
to protect the lives and interests of 
her subjects. On November 23 
the Rassian (onsal-General at 
Bushire was attacked by brigands 
on the road between Shiraz and 
Bushire ; one Cossack of his escort 
was killed and three others 
wounded. 


THE UNITED STATES. 

To the forceful Roosevelt régime 
in the United States has succeeded 
the no less able and thorough, if 
less demonstrative, administration 
of President Taft. A policy of 
state-encouraged commercial  ex- 
pansion has been the keynote of 
past year. Public ‘attention 
centred at first on the revision of 
the tariff, which, in spite of the 
general demand for a downward 
tendency, that the new President 
was believed to favour, has been 
carried through on the principle 
pepalarly attributed to shop- 
eopers, who safeguard them- 
selves in “ sale” time, by marking 
their goods at prices showing 
a redaction on a previous enbance- 
ment. In its actual incidence upon 
existing foreign trade the Payne 
‘Tariff bids fair to be more severe 
than the Dingley schedules, for, 
whereas duty was previously levied 
upon the value of goods at their 
wholesale price in the country of 
origin, it is now to be collected on 
the wholesale price in America. 
‘The country has been carefully 
prepared for the introduction of 
shipping subsidies, as part of the 
scheme for the expansion of Ameri- 
can trade, which is to be supported 
as far as possible by American 
diplomacy. In addition to the 
exploitation of Central and South 
America, where commercial affairs 
are being supervised far more 
systematically under President 
Taft’s régime, no little store has 
been set on the potentialities of the! 
Far Eastern market. The co- 
operation of American financiers in 
the international railway loan now 
under discussion with the Chinese 
Government has been referred to 
in our review of Chinese affairs. 
While anxiety for a fair field in 
‘commercial enterprise is prompting 




















the United States to keep a close 
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watch upon the progress of events 
in China, the Government is clearly 
resolved not to offend Japaneso 
susceptibilities. Thus, when Mr. 
©.R. Crane, the newly appointed 
Minister to Peking, was considered 
to have given cause for offence to 
Tokio, he was summarily recall- 
ed; while it has yet to be 
shown that the recent summons 
to Washington of a consular 
official from Manchuria is in no 
way connected with the anauthoriz- 
ed publication of his report com- 
menting adversely upon Japanese 
methods in that province. = 


JAPAN, 

‘An uneventful year bas accorded 
best with Japan’s interests. The 
burden of empire requires a long 
course of self-preparation and the 
consolidation of resources. Finan- 
cial questions have prompted the 
main outlines of domestic policy, 
while in Korea the administration 
has followed more closely the lines 
that it may be supposed commended 
themselves most to the late Prince 
Ito. In the assassination of this 
grand old statesman by a Korean 
on Harbin station on October 
26 Japan lost a valuable public 
servant and the Far East its most 
prominent figure. His work in 
Korea may be carried on without 
appreciable change by his successor 
Viscount Sone ; but in the ameliora- 
tion of Russo-Japanese relations it 
would seem as if some hiatus were 
inevitable. Prince Ito was known 
to be in favour of good relations 
with Russia and had inspired confi- 
donce and respect in St. Petersburg. 
At the time of his fic en 
he bad gone north to hold a 
conference with M. Kokovtseff, 
the Russian Minister of Finance, 
and although the political object of 
his journey has beon kept secret, 
it is safe to infer that Japan will 
be hard put to it to find a repre- 
sentative who oan be relied upon to 
further her interests in the same 
direction as effectually as Prince 
Tto might have done. 

OBITUARY. 

Among the notable figures that 
have passed away during the year, 
in addition to Prince Ito, may be 
mentioned King Leopold IT of 
Belgium (December 17), who has 
been succeeded by his nephew as 
King Albert I; Don Carlos (July 
18), Pretender to the Spanish 
Throne ; the Grand Duke Vladimir, 
uncle to the Tear (February 17). 
In the field of literature Great 
Britain has lost George Meredith, 
Algernon Charles Swinburne and 
Francis Marion Crawford, while 
France lost Catulle Mendes, killed 
in a railway accident on February 
18. 
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THE REALM OF SCIENCE. 

No summary, however brief, of 
the year would be complete without 
reference to the stupendous pro- 
gress made in the conquest of the 
air. Daring the period under 
roview wo have witnessed a parti- 





the present the cost of a journey is 
a serious drawback. Anaccident to 
the French vessel “La Républiqae” 
in September testified, however, to 
the dangers still attending the con- 
quest of the air. The aeroplane, 
or flying machine, on the other 
hand, has achieved a record which 
takes it, from a scientific point of 

.w, far beyond the lighter-than- 
air machine. On July 19 M. 
Tatham made the first attempt to 
fly across the English Channel, but 
failed aftor a flight of six miles. 
Night days Inter, this great feat 
was successfully performed by M. 
Blériot, who ‘landed safely on 
English soil near Dover. From that 
date aeroplane flights have become 
tho order of the day, and a series 
‘of successfal meetings was held 
in France and England. On 
August 22 the first great meet- 
ing was inaugurated at Rheims, 












and be said to mark an 
epoch in the history of the 
world. M. Farman’ established 


a world’s record by flying 112 
miles in threo hours four minutes 
and fifty-six seconds. In England 
aviation meetings were held at 
Blackpool and at Doncaster, and 
clearly demonst ated tho ability of 
the aeroplane to take the air in 
rough weather. Aeronautics have 
now become a recognized depart- 
ment in the administrations of all 
the chief Powers, and a supplemen- 
tary estimate for £78,000 figured 
for the first time in British 
State papers. Grrmany and France 
already have their airship “ fleets, ” 
and Great Britain has an aerial 
vessel under construction. Over 
sixty heavier-than-air machines, 
mostly of the aeroplane type, are 
under trial or building in England ; 
whila in all par's of the world they 
are gradually entering into the 
every-day existence of the modern 
world. 

Space will not allow a detailed 
account of the notable discoveries 
of the year ; 1909 will always be 
associated with the North Pole and 
with the South Pole. To Com- 
mander R. F. Peary belongs the 
credit of having reached the former 
on April 6, while Lieutenant Ernest 
Shackelton reached Latitude 83° 
23.'5, a point within ninety-seven 
miles of the South Pole, on January 
9, 1909.

FIRE AND RIOT IN HANKOW. 

Native reports say that « fire broke 
ont among the straw huts at a place 
called Hon Ha, in Haokow, and de- 
stroyed over three thousand bots on 
the night of the 24th ultimo. Over 
ten people, including women and 
children, lost their lives, and eight 
more persons were drowned. As it 
happened, these huts were owned by 
poor people upon land belonging to a 
gentleman named Lui Yin-shéog, who, 
the story goes, attempted recently 
throngh the Chinese police to get some of 
the hut occapants to make way for some 
land required for rosds, This gave rise 
to « ramonr that be had bribed some 
one to set fire to the huts, and over 
thonsand of the hut occupants, enraged 
beyond control, proceeded to wreck 
Lin's honse, which was near the British 
Seitiements. They completely destroyed 
the houre, and some neighbouring pre- 
mises, including the rooms of the “ Yo 
Pao” newspaper, also suffered damage. 
Daring the riot it is said that a Chi- 
nese constable belonging to the Briti 
Settlement was killed by the mob, 
the matter now forms the subject of 
official communications between the 
Chinese authorities and the British 
Consul-Geoeral. The Chinese officials 
turned ont after the fire and provide! 
relief measures for the sufferers, They 
re obliged to keep some soldiers on 
the scene to prevent disorder.

TRADE FACILITIES. 

With reference to the somewhat 
vague Chinese telegram, which was 
translated a day or two ago under our 
Chinese News, to the effect that the 
British Minister in Peking had applied 
to the Waiwapa for a revision of the 
doty between Tientein and Chinwang- 
tao, later dispatches give more ample 
details of the matter. It states that 
‘the British Minister has communicated 
with the Waiwapu, eying that theexport 
of beans and grain from Manchuria 
bad in recent years grown to 
‘the extent of millions of piculs, but all 
these exports bad been sbipped from 
Talienwan to the exclusion of Tientsin 
or Chinwangtao. The Minister sug- 
gested that a customs should be estab- 
lished at Ch’angeh'an, at which the 
commodities should pay full export 
duty, after which no farther duties on 
them should be levied. These goods 
could then be shipped from Tientain or 
Chinwangtao and the plan would be 
imilar to the arrangement in force st 
Talienwan, of which shippers would no 
doubt be glad to avail themselves. The 
‘Waiwapn bas referred the matter to the 
Mancharian Viceroy for report before 
taking any action. 

‘THE NEW CABINET. 

‘As the Prince Regent has been alive 
to the necessity of creating, ia China, 
Cabinet, on the plan of » Cabinet 
foreign countries, to serve as ® res- 
ponsible organ at the head of the Gov- 
eroment, he has commanded the Grand 
Council to prepare for his perasal » 
memorandum on the Cabinet constita- 
tions in various foreign countries. The 
Council, after due deliberations, has 
deemed it best to collect separate 
translations on the subject and from 
‘a comparative epitome 
of foreign Cabinets, The task will be 
‘entrasted to, Vice-President Li Chia-cbii, 
who has studied the subject of constita- 
tions in Jay with ample assistance, 
50 as to secure its early completion. 
It has been reported that Prince Ching 
will be appointed the Chief Cabinet 
Minister, but the Prince Regent is ssid 
to favour the appointment being con- 
ferred on some enlightened high official 
outside the Imperial aristocracy, 
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The likely candidates are belioved to 
be Grand Oopncillors Shih Hei, Na 
Tang and Tsi Hung-tze and Viceroy

between Ningpo and Wenchow. These 
bills closed. with an exhortation to the 
people to be up and doing, and assist to 
wipe out the National Debt, thus releas- 
ing China from ber obligations to other; 
Powers. Naturally the wide distriba- 
tion of such statements canses a con- 
siderable amount of unrest among the 
people, and the merchants are not 
baying large amounts of stock, fearing 
there may be tronble in the fatare.

AN IMPENDING CALEITY. 


Tsingtao, Dec. 29. 

At the moment Tsingtao ie reuch 
beeet with ramours of some impending 
calamity to the Chinese Government 
‘and people. It 'is imposible to locate 
the source of the ramours, bat they wre 
very rife and are having more or less 
effect on business transactions, a con- 
siderable portion of the merehante, 
particalarly the retail deslers on whom 
the importers depend, being afraid to 
linvest in foreign goods. The latest 
‘warning as to trouble impeadiog par- 
ports to come from Shanghai, and 
takes the usual form of prophecy that 
the country is to be. divided. It is 
impossible, of course, to understand what. 
‘the purpose of these reports is, but 

seems more than probable: that ib is 
‘a scheme of come of the meny agite- 
tore who hope to take sdvantage of a 
distarbed etate to forward their desired 
‘ends. Whatever the cause it is most 
unfortunate in ite effeota, The paralyx- 
ing effect on business and: activities 
falls where it can most ill be borme, 

It will probably not affeot the expert 
basiness, Peanuts are being exported 
now in large quantities, The total will 
probably exceed that of last year, as 
the ares devoted to these wae much 
larger. They are, however, of an in- 
ferior quality owing to the very un- 
favourable season. This industry seems 
capable of almost unlimited develop. 
‘ment, as large areas of tho Province are 
specially adapted to their cultivation. 


Suchien, Ka., Dec, 29,

TRAINING, TRAFFIC AND TROOPERS. 

The opening of a Training Depot for 
the Police at Gordon Road is certain to 
reanlt in a considerable improvement of 
the discipline and efficiency of all 
branches of the Shanghai Manicipal 
Police. The Indian and Chinese blocks 
have been open for some months, and 
already a considerable number of ‘con- 
stables have undergone @ course of 
training io them. Quite recently the

On the first floor are the dining room, 
reading room, class-roome and kitcher

They also learn the locality of all Con- 
enlates, Hospitals and Pablic Bail 
how to jence in « Coort of law, 
‘nd by visite to the Charye Rooms of 
large stations, local Courts and fires, 
acqnire practical experience as well as a 
good working knowledge of the geo 
graphy of the Settlement. Formerly 
Foreiga recrnit took his place in the 
raoks of the Polics on patrol or oth 
duty an soon as he arrived in Shang! 
now he is given « course of inatraction 
extending over aboutthres months before 
he goes upon daty in the streets. The 
necessity for new departure 
is shown by the fact that many 
mmea who join the Force bare almort 
forgotten how to write, have only the 
vaguest ideas of what is expected of 
them when they are placed upon a beat, 
and do not know the difference be- 
tween a petty larceny and a burglary. 

The system of training, ho is 
to be applied not only to recrnits who 
join the Force from now onward, but 
constables at present in the Foreign 
Branch of under one year's service will 
‘also take their turn at the Dept. Of 
the eighteen men at present under Sab- 
Inspector Vanghan’s care six only are 
raw reernite, 

The junior classes in the Chinese 
Inngaage are also taken by the Sab- 
Inspector, bat more advanced pupi 
come ander the tuition of Sergeant 
Thomas, one of the best Chinese lin- 
guists in the Force. Sergeant Thomas 
also supervises the training of the

Road he learns everything that 
necessary to fulfil his daties effic- 
ently, and in addition he is taught 
habits of strict cleanliness, and made 
to keep bis aniform and boots smart 
and spotless. His physique is improved 
by physical and foot-drill, under the 
direction of two foreign and two Chin- 
ese Inatractors. The foreign drill 
Instructors, both of them ex-Army men, 
superintend the drill of all branches of 
the Force, 

‘At present there are no Indian 
recruits at the Depét, though there is 
sccommiodation for twenty-five men, wl 
would be put through much the same 
course as the Chinese, by an Indian 
schoolmaster. 

‘The Police atores are kept in rooms 
on the ground floor of the building used 
by the foreigners. Inspector Dewing, 
assisted by Sab-Inspector Howell, is 
responsible for the iseue of all uniforms, 
clothing, helmets, boots and arms 
provided by the Council, requisition 
being made on special forms signed by 
the Divisional Inspector, and counter- 
signed by the Captain Superintendent 
or his Depaty. All the clothing aod 
boots supplied to the Police by the 
Council are of excellent quality, 
the annual allowance is upon a sufficient 
ly liberal scale to meet all reasonable 
requirements of wear and tear, 

THE TRAFFIO DEPARTMENT. 

The present Traffic I like 
hia predecoesor, came from the ranks of 
the City of London Police, and this be- 

the case it is unneocssary to say 
‘more reggeding his qualifications for the 
post, His daties are of » more exten- 
sive natare than is realized by the 
general public, for in addition to 
superintending the regulation of traffic 
in the principal thoroughfares of the 
Settlement he is responsible for the 
periodic inepection of ricebss, bandcarts 

















and pablia carriages. 
‘The trafic district is over the 
basiness centre of the nt, and 


comprises the principal crossings. snd 
throughfares inthe Central, Hongkew 
‘and Louse Divisions. Until the pree- 
‘ent Captain Superintendent took charge 
of the Force men for traffic daty were 
solooted indiscriminately by the Divis- 
ional Inspectors and charge room 
Sergeanta, bat now the Traffic Inspector 
has at his. disposal 14 foreigners, 95 
Sikhs and 102 Chinese constables, all 
‘of whom are mon specially selected and 
trained for traffie duties. Only really 
experienced men are detailed to the 
more important traffic poste, and 
they receive extra pay ia the form 
of @ traffic allowance. The hours of 
traffic daty are from 8 a.m. till mid- 
night, and the traffic staff is divided 
into two watehes which do their eight) 
hours daily duty in two spells of four 
hours each. Men are also drawn from 
this staff to regulate traffic at any 
where their services may be 
required, each as at the Theatre or 
‘Town Hall on the night of a dramatic 
performance-or a Ball. 

‘The traffic staff is msioly reciuited 
from yolunteers, there being keen 
competition among the Indian and 
Chinese Constables to secure the duties 
for which extra pay is granted. In- 
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struction parades take placo once a| 
week, when the men are given practical 
training in their work, either by 
Inspector Kinipple, or his assistant, 
Sub-Inepector Brown. A list of 
traffic posts is made out by the Inspec- 
tor every month, and at the same 

he selects and details the men who are 
to be om duty at them daring 
ensuing month. Every effort is made| 
to assist the stream of traffic, which- 
ever way it is flowing, At different 
hours of the day the flow of traffic 
varies, and it is the daty of the

PUBLIC RICBHAS. 

Forty-three of the Chinese on the 
Trafic Staff are employed entirely upon 
ricsha daty. A certain proportion of 
them patrol the streets, regalatiog the 
traffic as they go, and keeping » sharp 
ook-ont for old and dilapidated ricshas, 
The latter are brought to Hongkew 
station for inspection, system is also 
enforced by which every licensed public 
ricsha is inspected at regalar intervals. 
The owners are notified aboat a month 
in advance that their ricebas must be 
bronght to the station on such a date, 
tnd it is arranged that about 100 ricebas 
shall be brought to Hongkew for ex- 
amination on each working day. Satar- 
day is regarded as an off-day, when those 
ricshas which were rejected during the 
eck for minor defects may be brought 
in again to see if they can pass muster. 

‘The work of the ricabs depot is car- 
ried out by a foreign sergeant and six 
D stables. Daring the moroing 
their time is oocapied by the i 
of ricshas sabmitted for examin 
‘owners who wish to take ont licences 
daring the following quarter. From 2 
to 3 p.m. ricahas for which licences have 
been ded are examined, and if, 
found satisfactory, the licences aro re- 
tai 




















raed. 
Old ricshas brought in from the 
various stations are examined between 3 
It should be mentioned 
recognized ecale of 
licence suspension. The term of sus- 
pension ranges from four days for an 
‘old cover, rain apron ete, to seven days 
for having no rain apron, an old, 
young or a sick ooolie, old wheels eto., 
fourteen days for having a coolie blind 
in one eye and a month for an old 
uneafe ricsha, For the more serious 
defects the owner may also be pro- 
secnted. 

The test to which a ricsha brought 
in for inspection is subjected is a 
pretty severe one. In former years the 
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inspecting officer was armed only with 
s bammer, and there was considerable 
discontent among owners because of the 
damage done to really sonnd vehicles. 
Now the only tool nacd is a screw 
driver, with which the officer pokes 
various parts of the body of the ricsha 
to see that it is made of sound wood. 
The real test comes when the riceha 
raised on one wheel, the officer places 
his foot on the bottom rim of the other 
and gives it a quick downward jerk. 
If the axle or any part of the wheel 
jerry-built it is hardly ponsible that it 
will survive this teat which is tried 
first on one side and then on the other. 
Assuming thet the ricsha passes master 
the licence number is stamped on the 
wheels and body, and stencilled on the 
hood, rain apron, and the coolie's 
uniform and bat. "If the vebicle col- 
Inpses under the test it is taken away, 
to be used as firewood if the damage 
is beyond repair, or to be mended if the 
defect discovered be a trifling one. 
The licence plates are removed from 
defective ricshas and are not retarned to 
the owner until the period of saspension 
bas elapsed and the riceba has raccess- 
fully passed inspection. 

The books kept by the Traffic 
Tnspector inclnde records of snspension 
and confiscatin of licences ; registers 
of bandearts and licensed livery stables 
and special books for recording the 
position and daty of every member of 
the Traffic Staff. In addition to his 
ordinary work the Traffic Inspector 
represents the local Society for the 
Prevention of Crnelty to Avimals in 
all prosecutions for the ill-treatment or 
noglect of animals. 

THE MOUNTED POLICE. 

‘The Mounted Branch of the Shang- 
bai Municipal Police consieta of = 
Trooper Sub-Lnspector, one Foreign 
Trooper Sergeant and one constable, 
two Sikh Trooper Sergeanta, and fifteen 
Troopers of the same race. Sub-[nepector 
Spottiswoode who has been in the 
Mounted Branch for thirteen years, was 
formerly in the Fourth (Quecn's Own) 
Hussars, and all the troopers under him 
are ex-cavalry mea. ‘Troopers are 
attached to Yangtasepoo, Hongkew, 
West Hongkew, Louza and Bubbling 
Well Stations, and their ordiasry duty 
is to patrol the leas frequented roads on 
the boundaries of, and ontaide the 
Gottlement. They astiet in the regule- 
tion of traffic in the Bubbling Well 
District, and by day and night make 
frequent patrols along Jeasfield, Sieawei, 
Kisoohao, Connanght and | Gordon 
Ronds. In the Yangterepoo Distriat 
the Troopers do four hours mounted 
duty and four hours oa foot each day. 
By day all mounted police are armed 
with swords, and possess a folding hook, 
by means of which they can catch the 
bridles of ranaways, or seize criminals 
‘of whom they are in pursuit. At 
night revolvers are carried, and on 
‘ceremonial oocasions they bave lances,

The Manicipal Goal is in Ward Road. 
It ie a large building, constructed princi- 
pally of grey brick, and surrounded by s 
glass-capped wall, eighteen feet in height, 
with watch-towers at the angles. Inside 
this wall, and immediately surrounding 
the present buildings, is another wall of 
the same height. Whenever any con- 
viets are at work in the space between 
the two walls armed Indian warders 
‘are on daty in the watch-towers. 

‘Two massive iron gates must be un- 
locked by the warders on duty before the 
Gaol can be entered. and every gate and 
door on the premises is kept locked, and 
only opened to allowed officials or con- 
viets to enter or leave. Each warder, 
therefore, carries a jingling bundle of 
Keys, of which he must give strict 
‘account every time he goes off daty. In 
the office is a special safe for keeping 
the keys of the prison, and those which 
are not actuelly in use always repose here. 

The cells for adalt convicts are con- 
tained in two large four-storey build- 
ings, and there are four tiers of sixty 
cells each ia both blocks. The upper 
tiers are surrounded by cement-floored 
galleries, which prevent the inmates 
from reaching the windows. Iron net- 
ting, just above the top gallery, prevents 
access to the roof, and there is a rope 
life-net all round the first floor gallery to 
prevent scoidenta or frustrate attempts 

. Thecells are 11 feet high, 5 
fennide ‘and 8 feet long, and are shut by 
heavy iron grilles. Originally they were 
intended to accommodate one prisoner 
each, bat so many convicts are now sen- 
tenced to imprisonment for offences: 
formerly punished by the bamboo, that 
it has been found necessary to put. 
three men into » cell, ‘This arrange- 
ment may be tolerable in winter, bot 
‘can be neither healthy, nor comfortable 
jin the hot weather. At the time of the 
writer's visit no fewer than 761 con- 
‘victs were imprisoned at the Gaol, and 
that this is a very large number may 
be gathered from the fact that only 
seven prisons in England accommodate 
more ennvicts. So rapid bas bea the 
increase in the number of offenders 
‘sentenced to imprisonment by the Mixed 
Court that extensions are urgently 
needed, not only to the cell sccommo- 
dation, but in other directions, anless the 
Manicipal Gaol is to become overcrowd- 
‘ed to an impracticable extent. 

It is almost unnecessary to state 
‘that every building at the Gaol is 
Kept scrupulously clean, 
there is a strong odour of 
fectant, and there is berdly a floor 
that does not always look as if it bad 
been well scrabbed a few minutes pre- 
To the wall watch-towers, 
locks, workshops, and at every 
fixed post where a warder may be 
on daty are electric alarms, by means 
of which immediate assistance can be 
obtained in any emergency. The cell 
gates are secured by massive locks, 
which can be double-locked by the key 












































of the warder on daty, and at vight 
are treble-locked by a master-key in 
the possession of the senior foreign 
warder. The workshops, in which 
parties of prisoners are constant- 
Iy employed making gaol uniforms and 
leaps, coir matting, basket work fa 
tare, carved tables and deck chairs, 
are’ in the middle of the Gaol 
yard, and sre surrounded by an 
outer gallery, round which « warder 
marches during labour hours, Be- 
hind the workshop is the infirmary, 
where sick prisoners are carofully te 
ed, and visited by @ qualified Chinese 
doctor daily. Bebind the iofirmary is 
the Reformatory, a building origically 
intended for females. ‘The ground floor 
is used for the confinement of refrac- 
tory prisoners ; youthfal offenders live 
‘and perform their tasks on the first floor ; 
snd the top floor has been converted intoa 
labour room for prisoners who are too 
fold or infirm to do any work more 
stronuons than that of picking feathers. 

‘The kitchens and bath-house are close 
to the Reformatory, and will be des- 
cribed in dne course, Between the two 
prison walls is temporary workshop, 
whore carpentering and tin-work are 
undertaken, 

PRISON ROUTINE. 

Prisoners who have been sentenced 
daring the preceeding week are sent 
down to the Gaol every Wednesday 
morning. They are taken in the first 
place to the reception room, where their 
sentences are entered into the prison 
books, and carefally checked by the 
Police and Conrt records, After these 
formalities the prisoner removes his 
clothes—which are boiled and kept for 
him onless unfit for farther use—bas a 
disiofectsnt bath, ison 
winter, 

jacket and trousers, a thick 
cotton padded suit, shoes and cap, all 
of a slate grey colour, stamped in white 
with the tripartite symbol of the Muni- 
cipality. If bis sentence is of over two 























and under threo years, the convict wears 
‘narrow red baad on the lapel of his 
jacket ; for sentences of three years and 





he must suspend from his neck, three 
blankets, a Chinese Bible, and a face- 

ymel. Each cell contains three wooden 
blocks—nailed to the floor—to serve 
8 pillows, aod an ordare bucket. 

‘The rales of the prison are next 
read over to the prisoner, and carefally 
explained to him. He is told that he 
must wash bis face, feet and bands 
twice daily, that be mast not expec- 
torate anywhero in the prison except 
into the spittoons provided, that he must 
obey all lawfal orders of the Gaol 
officers, not talk to or quarrel with 
other prisoners, secrete sny article 
whatever on his person or in bis cell, 























or infringe any of the other rules of the 
Gaol. The system of marking which 
will be r to later is explained to 
him, and he is made to understand that 
his sentence may be materially reduced 
by exemplary conduct. 

On Wednesday afternoons one of the 
Assistant Health Officers visits the 
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Gaol to exemive all prisoners who have} 
been received during the morning, and 
before they have been certified as fit by 
him they are not assigned to avy Iaboor 
‘At. bir discretion the Doctor may place 
prisoner upon bard or light Isboor. 
or take him off work altogether and pat 
him into the iofirmary. 
"Assuming tbat the Doctor's verdict 
ia satisfactory, the prisoner spends b 
pight in a cell. Next morning, at 6 
o'clock, his first day's work begins. 
‘Alter breakfast— which consists of amix 
tore of seven ounces of (dry) rice, wheat, 
and red beans, boiled together, and served 
ont in (cooked) portions of 34 ounce 
to each mao, the prisoners assigned to 
the workshops o balf an hour's 
exercige in the yard, They then march 
to the workshops, where they remain 
until noon, ‘The midday meal is served 
in the celle, and after a short interval for 
rest, Inbour fecommences at 2 p.m. At 
4.20 labour ceases, and alter another 
spell of exercise the convicts have their 
evening mesl, and are locked in th 
cells for the night. The midday and 
evening meals each consist of : eight or. 
Tice ; two oz. flat beans ; hglf oz. onion 
‘and one oz, vegetables—an extremely 
liberal diet when it is cooked, A small 
quantity of beef, pork or red beane i 
added to the midday ration. Punisbment 
diet is leas liberal, but when receiving it 
prisoners are not assigned to bard Iaboar. 
‘The outdoor gangs march ont to their 
taske immediately after breakfast, aod 
Iabour until 11.30, when their mid-day 
meal is brought from the Gaol. After 
a short rest they continue working until 
5 pam., when they return to the Gaol. 
Each prisoner receives s bath, and 
haa his head and face sbaved once « 
week, The bath-honse is fitted with 
hot and cold water, and » number of 
Soochow tabs, and eight prisoners are 
constantly employed in washing clothes 
—and other prisoners. Bathing iss 
more elaborate process than might be 
imagined. After being shaved the 
convict removes his clothes, giving up 
hie undergarments to be washed. He 
next steps iato a hot bath containing « 
strong solation of Jeyes', and theo 
stands upon a wooden mi ia well 
soaped and scrubbed by one of the 
bath-house staff, A. slaiciog with hot 
water, and dip in another bath 
containing clean water, conclade the 
and after drying himself the 
receives a clean scit of ander- 
clothes, and returns to his cell, Con 
clothing is washed in a special 
rotary machine, in which it is thoroughly 
boiled and cleansed. In the same room 
‘as this machine is the dye-vat where all 
prison apparel is dyed the eame colour. 
Feeding upwards of seven hundred 
prisoners, as may be imagined, is no 
simple task, especially when each man’s 
ration must be weighed before it ix 
served out to him. Meals are served 
up in oblong tin cans, and the prison 
cool ome wonderfally expert io 
filling aud weighing them, ready for 
distribution, In addition to the diet 
mentioned every prisoner is at liberty 
to drink as much tea as he likes at any 


































































make avy complaint they wich, and 
genuine grievances are promptly in- 
quired into and remedied. Farther, 
they have frequent opportunities of 
complaining to the Assistant Soperin- 
tendent,and at intervals the Capt. Super- 
intendeat bas all the convicts paraded 
and gives them anopportanity of making 
avy statement they may wish to him. 
"The Head Gaoler's powers of panish- 
ment are limited to taking such steps| 
as may be necessary to restrain a re- 
fractory or violent prisoner vntil be 
can be brought before the Assistant 
Superintendent. The latter can have a 
prisoner kept in close confinement op 
punishment diet, or, after medical 
examination, order a’ limited number 
of stripes with the strap for more 
serious breaches of Gaol discipiline. It 
is hardly sorprisiog that in its 
present overcromdid state it is no 
easy matter to enforce strict discipline 
in the Gaol. Of what avail are rales 
against talking or quarrelling when three| 
prisoners are locked into esch cell? 
Sometimes jam rages in one 
of the cell blocks at night, and the ward- 
ors are powerless to stop the noise. 
Searching is not carried out to the 
same extent as in British prisons for the| 
imple resson that the Gaol staff is not 
large enough. Convicts are supposed 
to be searched once « day,and a thorough 
search of their calls and clothing takes 
place once a week. It is not uncommon 
to find cigarettes and matches secreted in 
cells or clothing of prisoners who bare 











been at work io the outside gangs, and 
the possession of these articles ie visited 
with severe punishment, owing to the 
danger of fire arising from their use. 

‘The treatment of prisoners wbo have 
returned from deportation is more 
rigorous than that of the first offender. 
Convicts who have or made 
attempts to do so have a different 
uniform from the rest and asually woar 
leg-irons.

It i& doubtfal whetber any prison 
containing a large number of short 
sentence prisoners can be made to pay 
its way. Some of the convicts’ task:

In former years the main object of 
prison rales wan “to make the panish- 
went fit tbe crime" ; latterly efforts have 
been concentrated upon making it refo 
the criminal, Various modifications in 
prison administration have been made 
in Great Britain with this object in 
view, many of which wold obvioasly 
be inapplicable in the Municipal Gaol. 
A step in the right direction, however, 
was taken the year before last wl 
system of marking was introduced, 
whereby ® prisoner whose conduct is 
exemplary can earn « considerable re- 
mission of bis sentence, Every oon- 
viet sentenced to « term of imprison- 
ment of two years or upwards now 
bas to eara a certain number of marks 
—caloulated upon the basis of six 
marks a day—before bis release, He 

by exemplary conduct, earn eight 
marks a day, and by thie means obtai 
considerable remission of hie sentence. 
On the other hand, by forfeiting more 
ily his sentence may 


































be prolonged, and he is thos made 
to realize that persistent laziness, mis- 
conduct or in subordination merely 
recoils upon bis own héad.

‘Notes of a sermon preached in Union 
Church by the Rev. C. E. Darwent, on 
January 2. 

‘Text I. Sam, VIIL. 4. * The elders 
of Israel came unto Samuel and said, 
Make us aking. And the thing dis- 
pleased Samuel, I Sam. XII. 13. 
“Behold the Lord bath sot « king 
over you.” 

It is astonishing how few really new 
sitnations occur ia buman life ; what we 
call new ones are the old ones in new 
settings. ‘Thos we need not be sar- 
prised that Samuel whose date is some- 
where about 1100 B.C. can teach us 
something in this perplexed centary of 
ours, I think he shows us what attitade 











we ought to adopt in such an 
as ours, which generally called 
‘an “age of transition” and change. 
Of course every age is in a state of 
transition to the next. Life never 
halts, It would not be life but death 
if it did, But some ages are more pro- 
lific in vital and far-reaching chaoges 
than others, And here Samuel's age 
and ours are alike, Samuel saw the 
end of the period of rale by jadges and 
founding of the kingship.
